Resolved, That the Military Commmittee 
be instructed to enquire into the expediency 
of providing by law for the relief of such of the 
officers and soldiers, who, having faithfully 
gerved in the armies of the United States, are 
now in distressed circumstances, and who, not 
having received wounds or disabilities, whilst 
in actual service, are excluded from the bene- 
fits of the pension laws, and that the said com- 
mittee report by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. I. said it had been his intention to of- 
fer with this resolution, some observations 
upon the matter to the House ; but, under- 
standing that this course was not considered 
wholly proper on offering a motion to the 
House, he should reserve his remarks for ano 
ther stage of the business.

Somethiig interesting to the Public. 


The searcity of forage, and its. high price, 
continues to excite among our farmers and 
others great anxiety for the welfare and lives 
of the animals they must sustain. It is pro- 
bably true, that the means of sustaining our 
animals are short of what has usually been 
consumed, and this deficiency must be sup-— 
plied either by purchasing hay or grain at ex 
orbitant prices, or by the introduction of such 
new cconomy as will make our present sup- 
plies adequate tothe demand. In. England, 
during the year 1812, there was ascareity of 
hay, and the price was great. ‘The same an- 
xiety and alarm arose there which exists here. 
it became necessary fo invent some way to 
make such forare as they had, more useful, and 
they resorted to the experiment of cutting it 
fine and feeding it by measure.—-Some smait 
experiments proved the utility of the measurc. 
Immediately all owners of cattle and horses 
obtained cating machines, and cut all their 
hay and straw fine and mixed it, and fed it in

ANECDOTES OF GOY. MORRIS. 


—_——- 


To the Editor of the Baltimore Federal Gasette 


Sir—Permit me to give the public two an- 
ecdotes relating to the late Honorable Gou- 
verneur Morris, which will show the correct 
mannerin which he anticipated the issue of 
the French Revolution, and the cause why 
his recall was solicited by the Jacobin Go- 
vernment of 1793, as mentioned by Judge 
Benson, in his communication to Mr. Gar- 
denier, lately published. 

Having gone to Paris in July 1792, with 
an enthusiastic admiration of the Revolution, 
which was common with young Americans 
at the time,and fearful lest the Continenta 
Powers should controul the intended reforma- 
tion, I was about to take an active part; but 
I found in Mr. Morris a mentor, with that 
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the government, would subject the country 
io a horribie anarchy and despotism, the im- 


| mediate result of which could not be exactly 


foreseen, but certainly not the establishment 
of liberty, which we all wished. Under such 
circumstances the Minister said he could not 
advise us to go into the army, thoagh he 
would furnish the letters if we stijl required 
them. 

Mr. M and myself agreed {o consider 
further before we took the letters; but the 
views of the jacobins developing themselves 
daily, we soon abandoned all ideas of enter- 
ing the army, and returned our thanks to Mr. 
Morris, who extended his protection and 
friendship to us as long as he remained at 
Paris, and who, with us, witnessed the ac- 
complishment of his prophecies. 

There isno doubt but the Minister gave 
the American government the same intima- 
tions, and that the strong neutral stand taken 
by President Washington in 1794, was part- 
ly due to Gouverneur Morris, and for which 
this country is scarcely less indebted to them 
hoth, than for their revolutionary services.— 
Of this our public archives eught to afford 
the requisite proof, but the following anecdote 
displaying the humanity and gratitude of the 
Minister, was not of a kind to occupy the 
same place in his public despatehes or private 
commuiiication. 

As-far as the writer could agcertain at 
Paris, Mr. Morris bad never been suspected 
ofadvising orassisting the enemiesof France : 
on the contrary, | know that many of the 
leaders of thejacobins expressed their unlim- 
ited confidence in his integrity ; but the in- 
terest he took in the personal safety of a pa- 
triotic and innocent Monarch who had, net 
long before, essentially cotributed to Ameri- 
can Independence, and in that of his unfortu- 
nate family and friends, and especially of that 
beautiful Queen Maria Antoinette, whom he 
saw and conducted, back foremost in a com-

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FROM THE DEMOCRATIC PRES 


It has been said that “‘ man is a bundle of

On the contrary, a regular 
and consistent occupation, of whatever kind 
has a tendency not only to weaken our vices, 
but to invigorate our virtues, and obtain for 
us respect a3 individuals and as members of 
society. ' 

{n youth, our habits should be praise wor- 
thy. Then the mind is sensibly alive to 
every impression. Ifyou rove at large, carried 
away by passions, wilhout any monitor to 
warn you from dangers, or direct the way, 
what will be the consequence ? . The alfure- 
menis of icleness will seduce you from all 
that is desirable or laudable. Her path will 
be strewed with flowers, and you will have 
adva: ced far on the way before the thorns 
awill prick you, or tie flowers disappear. An 
early habit of application should be assumed 
by every one who desire: the happiness of a 
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contented mind, or the conscious pleasure of 
knowing himself tobe a good citizen. The 
ipproaches of indoleace should be avoided 
withcare. She isa guest whom, if you once 
welcome, you will find very difficult to shake 
off. ‘The doors and windows of any house 
where virtue is respected, should be shut a- 
guasther. She is a burden to society. It is 
astonishing what a regular course of industry 
can accomplish. There is scarcely any 
difficulty which it will nof surmount. It im- 
parts a spirit of independence to the breast of 
man. He relies upun ins own powers.—~He 
is pure, as he has no occasion to flatter any 
one, and he enjoys competence tolive earned 
by the * sweat of his brow.’ The indolent 
loiter about with Vice and Poverty for their 
companions. I{t would be not only interes- 
ing but instructive, ifa history of Poverty 
could be given. It would be seen that Vice 
end Luxury introduced her into the world.— 
Plato in his fabulous narration of her says, 
“that at the feast which Jupiter gave on the 
birth of Venus, she modest!y stood at the gate 
of the palace, to gather the remains of the 
celestial banquet; when she observed Plutus, 
the God of Riches, inebriated not with wine, 
‘hat with nectar, roll out of the heav enly res- 
idence ; and, passing Into the Olympian gar- 
dens, he threw himself on a vernal bank. She 








seized the opprrtunity to become familiar 
| with the god. 


The frolicksome deity honor- 


.ed her with his caresses; and from this amour 
sprang the god of love, who resembles his 


father in jollity and mirth, and his mother in 
nudity.” 

‘This is the origin of Poverty acgording to 
ancient mythology. In history she can be 
traced to very remote times. Before man 
corrupted Paradise, she certainly was not in 
existence. Tha’ period! however was short, 
and she must soon after have made her ap- 
pearance. In the patriarchal age, she wrs 
well known. The merchants then sold slaveg 
publiciy. And the prices are repeatedly 
mentioned in different parts of the Scriptures 
at these times. 

‘The Oppressions and barbarities of the 
kings and governors of those days created 
many menidicates. 

Moses in his wisdom alleviated the distres- 
ses and wants of the poor by a distribution of 
to those deserving families who 
were in wanf. 

The fegisiators of cther countries at that 
period followed the example of Moses, and 
the poor were not vegleefed. As thev attri- 
hufed the introduction of Poverty to ¢d/eness, 
it was punished in the most severe and rigor- 
ous manner. In Egypt idleness was con- 
sidered criminal. If work was offered to 
a mendicant, and he from.) stoathfulness 
or laziness refused, he was punished with 
deat’. 

Greece, under the guidance and wis !on of 
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Lycurgus, preserved 4 happy medioerily.— 
‘here the people were neither vealthy nor 
poor. They all worked in common, and the 
fruit of their united Jabor was common. 

It is realty surprising how correct were the 
sentiments of the ancient rulers, in regard to 
the demoralizing and pernicious tendency of 
poverty. They considered every healthy 
men able to maintain himself and in fact eom-. 
pelled him to do it. This in part accounts 
for the comparative purity of those times with 
the present. The laws of Solon punished 
poverty with death ! Plato, whose heart was 
of a softer mould, banished the poor. 

The Romans, distinguished for their pub- 
lie spirit,at that period, did not neglect 
their meMlicants, or what they termed va- 
gabonds. They where either sent to the 
mines, or compelled to work on the public 
buildings. 

I'he punishment which the ancient Ger- 
mans inflicted on idlers was vety severe.— 
They placed them in the middle of their 
marshes, where they could not extricate them. 
selves, and thus left them to die a death, as 
Tacitus observes, aimilar to their lazy incli- 
nations. 

At the time that the doctrine of christiani- 
ty was established, the condition of the poor 
underwent considerable alleviation.— During 
ihe time of Constantine great numbers were 
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liberated from the mines, the gallies, &c. | 
not only to individual, but national happi- 


They brofght with them their diseases and 
infirmities. Hospitals were built, but they 
would not remain in them. 
scattered over the country to an alarming de- 
cree, and subsequent emperors authorized 
beggars to be seized upon as_ slaves for life. 
From this period they have increased in dif- 
ferent countries, and at the present time thou- 
sands live every day by begging. 

Something may be learnt from these ob- 
servations on poverty and the treatment of 
mendicants by. the ancients. 
supposed thei it was from inhumanity or bar- 
barity that their paupers were treated so 
rigorously. ‘This supposition would be 
doing them an injustice. Whenever an indi-

We saw this Priucess in the Palace of Thuille- 
ries, when the Emperor, her husband, the object 
of fear, or of respect of almost all the Kings of 
Europe, whom he had conquered, shared with her 
his pomp, the admiration of his people, of the ar- 
my, and the astonishment of foreigners.—Her 
youth, and the reservedness of her manners, re- 
called to us the sentence of a Greek poet: ‘* Mo- 
desty is the chief ornament of a woman.’’
